If the Titanic Had Been Provided With Boat* and Men to 
Handle Them There Would Have Been 
No Loss of Life 


The last Congress, taking counsel of the shipowners' fean, 
ipoiled the Democratic seamen’s bill passed by the House. As 
It oame from the sub committee of the Senate it was calculated 
to strip from the traveler and shipper the last remaining liability 
y*t resting upon the owners of vessels. The bill reported by 
(Senator Burton would, if passed, have legalised the kind of crew 
condemned by the court in the case of the City of Rio de Janeiro 
; and by the Senate Investigation and the court in the cue of the 
Titanic. The Commerce Committee and the Senate amended and 
itrnck out until the bill, as it finally passed, was an improvement; 
but by no means the kind of legislation that ought to be passed in 
this Congress after mature consideration. 

Congress should meet the issue fairly by enaoting the bill 
wbieh passed the House. The one fact clearly established in the 
low of the City of Rio de Janeiro, General Slooum, Titanic and 
several others was that the vessels were undermanned both as to 
Bttbbtn and skill. If the Titanic had been provided with boats 
find men to handle them there would have been no loss of life. 
This was the opinion of the survivors and the final judgment of 
the Senate Committee, and the report was adopted by the Senate. 

The bill which passed the House was a oarefnlly drawn, con¬ 
servative measure; it was fully debated and passed without di- 
vision. 

• The shipowners' lobby persuaded some of the Senators that, 
if it became law, the seamen would be able to compel the ship¬ 
owners 1 o grant such improvements as would be a serious hard- 
ohip upon the shipping, because the bill provided that a few of 
the men should have such experience as would give some guar¬ 
antee that they would be able to do their duty in an eraergenoy. 

President Taft refused to sign the bill finally passed, and 
to for no really effeotive legislation has been enaoted to meet the 
oepdftjon tmoovered by tbe Titanic disaster. 

Congress should remember that the sea is as dangerous this 
year as it was last; that we may at any time be compelled to con¬ 
template another Titanic disaster, and that we are no more pre- 
|^red and therefore morq guilty than last year. 

. V Let the obstruction oease. Let the bill pass. We owe it to 
tbe dead who bravely went to their end; we owe it to the living 
Who go down to the sea, be it as passengers or as seamen. There 
409 be no safety at sea unless the vessels are properly manned, 
and ebipownera will not furnish efficient men unless compelled by

. .- With the ropes around their neoki, Ernest Maynard and Wal¬ 
ter Wilkes, the negroes suspected of the murder of Mrs, William 
Stevens and her daughter, Nellie, who were found in the ruins 
of their home near Constitution, were saved frbm lynching late 
this afternoon at the point of doteotive’s guns. 

'Flu* negroes had been taken to the scene of the crime by Sheriff 
McCurdy and Detective Ifossr and were tied to a tree while the 
officers scoured the neighborhood for ciewa. 

A party of about twenty framers/ determined on vengeance 
cut the suspects from the free while the detectives were away 
and rushed them to a nearby bam. The two ropes were slung over 
a tree and the endB slipped about the negro’s necks. 

Chief of Detectives Lanfofrl, heading another party arrived in 
an automobile just as the proposed lynching was about \o bo con- 
su mated. At the point of a revolver he held the would-be lynch¬ 
ers at bay and aided by Deputy Sheriff P. H. Livsey, Sheriff Mc¬ 
Curdy *and-Detective Rosser aave^dhe two men, rushing-them back 
to Atlanta in an automobile. * ’
